could.” 
Unless peace does come in

rope, Adams said, it was possible 
that “the United States may find

He added the opinion 
that Great Britain would be under 
no obligation to the United States 
to continue the war if she found it 
to be to her own interest to make 
peace.

All told, there are about 25 per­ 
manent and emergency agencies in 
the gigantic machine—an alpha­ 
betical line-up never dreamed of 
in early New Deal days. 
All of these agencies for all 
practical purposes are directly un­ 
der the executive office of the pres­ 
ident. About half of them are tech­ 
nically under the office of em er­ 
gency management (O. E. M.), 
another W hite House adjunct, hut 
this agency sones merely as a liai­ 
son or coordinator between the 
President and a dozen emergency 
defense agencies.

Charles kroin. Allahen. 
Is Struck hy Truck

Coroner Henry A. Lamouree of 
Saugerties announced this morn­ 
ing that he was withholding his 
verdict on the death of Charles 
Krom, 53, of Allahen, who w’as in­ 
jured fatally when hit by a car on 
Route 28 about 10:30 o'clock last 
night. A rthur W right of Rhine­ 
beck, driver of the truck which 
struck Krom, was not held on any 
charge following the accident. 
The result of the autopsy, it 
was announced by Coroner Lam­ 
ouree, will not be known until late 
today. It is believed, however, that 
Krom's death was due largely to 
a skull fracture. 
Troopers Ray Dunn and F. R. 
Maish, who investigated the acci­ 
dent learned that Krom, driving a 
truck, had come from the Fox Hol­ 
low’ road to the intersection of 
Route 28. Indications were that at 
the junction he turned his machine 
left and then stepped out upon 
the road. 
As Krom was standing near his 
truck, the officers report, the car 
driven by A rthur W right of Rhine­ 
beck, attem pted to pass between 
the truck and the guard rail along 
the road, apparently at about the 
time Krom stepped from his truck. 
Krom was struck by the front 
end of the W right car and was car­ 
ried about 40 feet before the driv­ 
er was able to stop. 
Dr. Charles A. Quinn of Phoe­ 
nicia was called, but Krom had 
died prior to his arrival at the 
scene. Coroner Lamouree was then 
notified at Saugerties.

T he new bridge across th e W allkill river in the village of New 
P altz w as recently com pleted. 
W ork on the bridge was started by 
C o n tracto r M cKenna in th e spring of 1940. 
Local men w ere em ­ 
ployed for all carpentry w ork and constructing ab u tm en ts, but it was 
necessary to im port steel w orkers when the prelim inary w ork was 
com pleted. 
On the west hank it was necessary to drive piles to make 
a suitable foundation for the abutm ent. 
Because of extrem e cold in 
the fall of 1940 and due to difficulties which would be experienced in

pouring concrete in low tem peratures, w ork w as halted. 
In the spring 
of this y ear w ork was resum ed and the span u ’as com pleted in a few 
weeks. 
T he stru ctu re is 175 feet long and is considerably longer 
Ihan the old bridge. 
I he roadw ay has a floor of reinforced concrete 
The bridge is on the same level and ju st north of the old stru ctu re 
The change in location, although slight, necessitated the m aking of 
new approaches which w ere com pleted by the county. 
The old bridge 
was built in 1891 and replaced an older wooden covered bridge.

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KINGSTON ROCKS AGAIN 
Kingston on Thursday afternoon was again 
rocked by a blast from the Callanan quarry 
works in South Rondout. Residents through­ 
out a widespread area of the city were jolted 
by the miniature earthquake. House furnish­ 
ings were knocked from their accustomed 
places and residents’ nervous sy s te m s were 
shocked by the temblor. And still it con­ 
tinues. 
Mayor Hoiselman stated upon inquiry to­ 
day from The Freeman that he has repeated­ 
ly requested the Callanan people to use fi'ss 
dynamite in their discharges and that they 
now have seismograph machines set up in the 
city to register the shocks. 
Tile known effects upon the nervous system 
of human lielngs ami the actual damage to 
property, seems to us a better gauge than 
an earthquake machine in determining a 
source detrimental to health and property 
interests. 
It might be well for local property owners 
to look into the provisions of the insurance 
policies on their properties. From reliable 
actuary sources we learn that policyholders 
with extended coverage, including damage 
from explosions, can collect for damages. 
Here is something that might bo a means 
in deterring the blasters from further opera­ 
tions that result in property damage. If suf­ 
ficient iKilicies covering explosions were se­ 
cured and claims entered, flu* insurance car­ 
riers’ legal staffs would go into action for 
a better control of the amount of dynamite 
used in one blast. 
If from no other motive, selfish interests 
would compel insurance companies to get 
relief for the property owners in the arca 
affected.

HOUSE MAINTENANCE 
ll is always a good idea to take intelligent 
care of a house. Small repairs and replace­ 
ments made when their need first appears 
save hundreds of dollars in the swift depre­ 
ciation which is bound to ensue if they arc 
neglects!. An expert suggests several points 
which should bt' looked to before the on­ 
slaught of the winds and rains of winter 
make it harder to take caic of them. 
Chimney flashings should i>o tight. Caulk 
lf necessary. 
Gutters and downspouts should lie cleaned 
and perhaps painted. 
Some painters prefer to work in tho au­ 
tumn when there are fewer bugs to encrust 
themselves in the finished work. Others pre­ 
fer spring. But bad spots should be gone 
over now for protection. A coat on the porch 
floor is a tine idea. Wet feet tramping up to 
the door are hard on the surface. 
Windows should have a thin coat of white 
lead and oil or housepaint over old putty, 
making sure all joints are scaled. Window­ 
sills can now* lie painted to good advantage, 
Scraping the old paint off first. Leaded glass 
is apt to need caulking. 
If you need storm windows, order them 
soon. They do cut heating costs. 
See that there’s a grade in soil of about 
one in nine to make water run away from the 
house instead of standing against basement 
walls. Clean and check drains in light-wells. 
Repair cracks in concrete drives. 
Then settle down in your easy chair with 
a sense of duty nobly done. 


DECLINE OF EXERCISE 
Baseball, as philosophic observers know, is 
not merely a sport. It is largely, and \>ev- 
haps primarily, what psychologists call an 
“escaiio.” People throng to the ball grounds 
by tens of thousands to watch two small 
groups of men playing a game that they 
would like to play themselves, if they had 
the skill or energy or opportunity.
